In such oases the tongue ia 
dry brown, tremulous; tho throat is 
avid, swollen, ulcerated, gangrenous • 
breathing is impeded by viscid mucus 
that collects about tho fauces, and modi- 
cine avails little. Even, in scarlatina 
anginosn thero is considerable danger 
It may prove fatal from tho inflamma- 
tion or effusion within tho head, or from 
disorganization of .the throat and slough- 
ing off of adjacent parts. Teeming 
women are in imminent peril from the 
mildest phase of the fever. "When it 
seema to be cured its consequences are 
hazardous. Children, to whom it ia maiu- 
ly confined, of course^ are subject after 
a severe attack to permanent ill-health 
and to some of tho

or chronic scrofula, as shown by boils 
sores behind the ears, inflammation of 
the eyes, glandular swellings, and stru- 
mous ulcers. Scarlatina is often followed 
by a peculiar dropsy, affecting the sub- 
cutaneous cellular tissues and larger 
serous cavities. It occurs, .fiko all the 
emnthemata. as ani'epBemic—some- 
times in very virulent type. 
In tho 


simple variety, remaining within doors 
non-stimulating diet and regulation of 
tho bowels are generally found sufllcient. 
In the second variety, leeches are often 
employed, especially -where dolirium 
supervenes. The two principal sources 
of danger in the malignant variety ore 
from the primary eflect of tho contagious 
poison upon the body and from gangre- 
nous ulceratiou of the throat. The noal 
result is always uncertain; : Whether ft 
is contagious throughout its course, or 
at one period alone, has' never been as- 
certained; but that the power of con- 
tagion remains in clothing, fornituro 
etc., ia unquestioned-and unquestion- 
able.

Above the 
opcly is a huge block of polished Vir- 
ginia marble, supporting a cofliu-shaped 
block of granite, on which are brass 
Plates, suitably inscribed. The whole 
is surrounded by a sort of Gothic tem- 
ple-four pillars supporting a peaked 
eswf, to which something ofthe appear- 
ance of a bird cage is imparted by fill- 
ing 111 tho interstices with iron grat- 
ings. 


Andrew Jackson was buried in the 
corner of the garden of the Hermitage, 
cloven miles from Nashville. Tho tomb 
is eighteen feet iu diameter, surround- 
ed by fluted columns and surmounted 
by au urn.

Concord, N. H. Cemetery, and his 
grave is marked by a marble monu- 
ment.

Limo has been found successful ns a 


wood-preserver. The method, which is 
French consists m piling tho planks iu 
a large tank, then covering them with 
quicklime and slaking them with water 
ihe timber requires about 9, week to bo 
thoroughly impregnated with the lime- 
water before it ia taken out of pickle 
and slowly dried. The entrance of the 
mineral particles into the grain also ren- 
ders the wood harder and denser than 
before. Beech wood, for example be- 
comes like oak, and, without losing the 
elasticity that fits it for tool-hnndles is 
far more durable than oak.

WLUo Elephants. 


A sure way to gain tho favor of cither 
too Kmg of Burma or tho King of Siam 
is to present him with a white elephant 
Hence, whenever there are reports of 
such an animal having been discovered 
anywhere, thero arc always prospect- 
ing parties who set out from both 
Burma and Siam to determine whether 
it is really what it is'represented to be. 
It is, therefore, somewhat surprising to 
find that the agents of a raenao-'erie 
have managed to step in before the 
vigilant Oriental elephant-seekers and 
carry oft what is assorted to be the first 
white elephant over landed in Europe. 
Scientific observers will no doubt in- 
spect the new arrival and determine 
nis right to the description given to 
him. Pending their verdict, it may bo 
worth while, perhaps, to consider the 
Burmese test points of an nlbin» ele- 
phant. 


White crows, rats, mice and harea 


arc common and easily distinguished; 
but_itis different with a white elephant. 
Ho is not to bo considered as snow- 
white; very far from it. All the white 
elephants now existing in Siarn aad 
Burma arc of a light mouse-color, some- 
what of the same tint ns the pale 
freckles to be found on the trunk of 
ordinary elephants. This lio-ht gray is 
uniform all over, the spots on the trunk 
being whito. Tho depth of tho color, 
however, varies greatly, and there arc 
often blemishes in tho shape of darker 
patches which would seem to ruin an 
otherwise eligible candidate's claim. 
It has been, therefore, found necessary 
to determine some infallible test points, 
which will demonstrate tho right of tho 
animal to his title. 
Tho Burmese 


skilled men fix upon two of these tests 
as superior to all others. One is that 
the elephant shall have five toes instead 
of four. This ia a good way of making 
certain; but occasionally there arc in- 
dubitably black elephants which have 
the sacred number of toes. Those are 
white elephants debased by sin, labor- 
ing under the evil Kliarnia of previous 
existence, and, therefore, ineligible for 
the honors accorded to the real animal: 
The other test is considered perfectly 
decisive, ho matter what the precise 
tint of the skin may be. It is this: if 
you pour water upon a "white" ele- 
phant he turns red, while a black ele- 
phant only becomes blacker than ever. 
This is the final test always resorted to 
in Mandalay. It may be hoped that 
the animal recently landed will pass 
these two tests triumphantly. If ho 
does Thecbau will tremblo for his 
throne, anil will take no more pleasure 
in the monopolies ho has been institut- 
ing so lavishly of late—St. James's 
Gazelle. 


An American Gcysor. 


Tho Helena Herald says: Tourists 


%vho havo visited National Park will 
remember the largo, beautiful spring in 
what is known as "Hill's Acre/' lying 
midway between tho Upper and Lower 
Geyser Basins. 
Tho second largest 


spring has quite recently turned Itsell 
into a spouting geyser. It was first dis- 
covered by Jack Barnotte, one of the 
oldest settlers, guides and scouts In 
Eastern Montana, and it has been 
named the "Sheridan" in honor of 
General Phil. Sheridan. Its eruptions 
are yet irregular. On Sunday morning, 
August 28, the day Sheridan left the 
basm with his party, this remarkable 
geyser spouted up a solid body of water 
from sixty to seventy-five feet in diame- 
ter to a height closely estimated at 800 
foot. The display lasted a number of 
minutes, and it is pronounced by those 
who witnessed it to havo been ono of 
•tho grandest sights ever witnessed in 
that woudor-lf.ud.
